WHAT’S ON THIS 
RECORD? 


Taped interviews of young peo¬ 
ple from all parts of the country 
who met with a psychiatrist and 
described their use of drugs. The 
youngest speaker is 15; the oldest 
is 26. They have used marijuana, 
hashish, LSD, methamphetamine, 
opium and heroin. Two other psy¬ 
chiatrists with wide experience, dis¬ 
cuss the drug scene and give advice 
which any parent could heed. A 
mother, whose college-age children 
both use marijuana, outlines her 
hopes and fears about their future. 


WHAT SHOULD YOU 
LISTEN FOR? 

There are many messages. Most 
drug users do not worry about legal 
penalties. They feel the laws are 
made far away, by people who 
don't understand. They feel that 
alcohol and tobacco are more dan¬ 
gerous than marijuana. They are 
able to forget the mind-crippling 
experiences and tend to recall only 
the good aspects of being high. 
They prefer theoretical discussion to 
practical action. They use drugs to 
cure shyness like the last genera¬ 
tion used Positive Thinking. They 
feel that parents are missing some¬ 
thing by not using dope. They feel 
isolated from the war. Boy Scouts, 
DeMolay, Kiwanis and TIME maga¬ 
zine, but are inescapably derived 
from them. They distrust most po¬ 
licemen, psychiatrists and legisla¬ 
tors. They don't listen to advice or 


WHO TAKES DRUGS? 


Just about everybody, if you 
include alcohol, nicotine, caffeine, 
opium, betel, mescaline, barbitur¬ 


ates, cocaine, nitrous oxide, air¬ 
plane glue, morning-glory seeds, 
marijuana, amphetamines and LSD. 
Part of the furor of the current drug 
debate is that today's youth uses 
substances unfamiliar to their par¬ 
ents, who are unable to distinguish 
between the hazards of marijuana 
and methamphetamine. They would 
never confuse coffee with gin. In 
many suburban high schools, the 
majority of the students try mari¬ 
juana at least once and perhaps 
ten percent are regular users. 


WHY TAKE DRUGS? 


For many reasons. Just as some 
fathers belt down a few martinis 
to unwind after a hard day at the 
office, so many a teenager smokes 
grass to escape from parental 
problems, school, unrequited love, 
military service and the uncertain 
future. 


Social prestige plays a part. 
Many kids smoke tobacco to seem 
sophisticated. Today, someone who 
hasn't dropped acid may feel out¬ 
side the doors of an exclusive 
fraternity. 

The wish to rebel is hardly new. 
Defiance of authority is a common 
bond joining the Christian martyrs, 
the Continental Congress and the 
hippies. Young people who tempt 
police to arrest them feel that their 
public pot-smoking is an open state¬ 
ment of a moral belief, not merely 
a contempt for law. 

Plain curiosity motjyates drug 
users, as well as alpinists, scientists, 
voyeurs, arctic explorers and 
SCUBA divers. Wine connoisseurs 
feel no need to justify their gusta¬ 
tory explorations — should heads 
conceal the mystique of Acapulco 
Gold vs. Krishna Blue? The search 
for different sensations drives gour¬ 
mets, skiers, and patrons of kinky 
bordellos—so, too, the curious dope 
user experiments to learn how far 
is down and how high is up. 


True addiction explains the con¬ 
tinued use of speed and heroin. 
Unlike marijuana and LSD, speed 
and the opium derivatives create an 
actual physical dependence which 
only more of the drug can satisfy. 
However, addiction to alcohol, bar¬ 
biturates and meprobamate is an 


even more intense process, judging 
by the violence of the withdrawal 
symptoms. 

Self-mutilation as adornment is 
seen in tattooing, ear piercing, 
shaving, eye-brow plucking and 
decorative scarring. Perhaps the 
New Wave is self mutilation of the 
mind; beauty will lie in a shattered 
psyche.

Kauffman said the current 
problem came to light after an 
unidentified midshipman report¬ 
ed that he "had seen several 
midshipmen who appeared to be 
smoking marijuana . in a mid¬ 
shipman's room in Bancroft 


l-Iall."

D uring high school years I never missed a 
broadcast of Hal Kemp’s Orchestra. Their 
musical precision fascinated me. 

Of course, in those days we had our band, too, and 
we were enjoying a moderate success, but it soon 
became apparent that no band could attain a lasting 
success without a definite musical trademark. My 
personal liking for Hal’s music had never waned 
and I had many of his recordings in my collection. 
One day, while listening and reminiscing, it occurred 
to me that this wonderful kind of music was sorely 
missing from the musical scene. It was five years 
since that unfortunate auto accident had claimed 
Hal’s life and I felt the dancing public would wel¬ 
come a band which could reproduce this most melodic 
manner of presenting popular music, and I certainly 
would be happy leading this band. 

There followed nine months of experimenting- 
rehearsing, re-orienting each musician to feel this 
style of music, in an effort to reproduce the feel of 
the Kemp band, yet discarding some obsolete parts 
and adding features which would fit the combination 
of old and new and produce the Henry Jerome style. 
Although our original intention was not to use songs 
that Hal was known for, it was inevitable that from 
our first engagement, when the public heard the 
band, they requested the Kemp standards, such as 


“Got A Date With An Angel,” “Lamplight,” etc. We 
eventually added these to our library. 

Then we got our first big chance—a nine day fill-in 
at The Green Room of the Edison Hotel in New York 
City, which led to other return engagements at this 
hotel. We are now in our tenth year at the Edison, 
interrupted only by our annual cross-country tour. 

I have always hoped for an opportunity to express 
gratitude musically to the memory of the late Hal 
Kemp and the wonderful music he played. This 
“Roulette” album—“Memories of Hal Kemp” is the 
realization of a wish I’ve had for many years.

MEMORIES OF HAL KEMP 


by HENRY JEROME and His Orchestra 


D uring high school years I never missed a 
broadcast of Hal Kemp’s Orchestra. Their 
musical precision fascinated me. 

Of course, in those days we had our band, too, and 
we were enjoying a moderate success, but it soon 
became apparent that no band could attain a lasting 
success without a definite musical trademark. My 
personal liking for Hal’s music had never waned 
and I had many of his recordings in my collection. 
One day, while listening and reminiscing, it occurred 
to me that this wonderful kind of music was sorely 
missing from the musical scene. It was five years 
since that unfortunate auto accident had claimed 
Hal’s life and I felt the dancing public would wel¬ 
come a band which could reproduce this most melodic 
manner of presenting popular music, and I certainly 
would be happy leading this band. 

There followed nine months of experimenting- 
rehearsing, re-orienting each musician to feel this 
style of music, in an effort to reproduce the feel of 
the Kemp band, yet discarding some obsolete parts 
and adding features which would fit the combination 
of old and new and produce the Henry Jerome style. 
Although our original intention was not to use songs 
that Hal was known for, it was inevitable that from 
our first engagement, when the public heard the 
band, they requested the Kemp standards, such as 


“Got A Date With An Angel,” “Lamplight,” etc. We 
eventually added these to our library. 

Then we got our first big chance-a nine day fill-in 
at The Green Room of the Edison Hotel in New York 
City, which led to other return engagements at this 
hotel. We are now in our tenth year at the Edison, 
interrupted only by our annual cross-country tour. 

I have always hoped for an opportunity to express 
gratitude musically to the memory of the late Hal 
Kemp and the wonderful music' he played. This 
“Roulette” album-“Memories of Hal Kemp” is the 
realization of a wish I’ve had for many years.
